Numerous Citizens Express 
Opinions On Desirability 
Of Action 


Most people in Belle Glade, 
and especially the home owners 
and business men, want to see 
the affairs of the City placed on 
a safe and sound basis, so that 
it will rank and stand in favor- 
able light with other like sized 
cities of the State. Belle Glade 
has been slow in attaining some 
desirable Charter changes, and 
the present pre- 
pared and had special bills pass- 
ed in the legislature, with a 
referendum clause ‘attached, 
which would give authority to 
set such changes up under sanc- 
tion ‘of state law. 

The most important of these 
bills was that for a Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, consisting of 
five directors, and’ means of 
Protecting efficient city em- 
Ployees in their position, free 
from political regime, powers 
to remove, as well as rules and 
regulations for operation and 
conducting such a Commission, 

‘The Commission has given an 
epitome of the proposed new 
act, by newspaper publication 
and by personal letters to all 
registered electors. The ‘right 
to vote on this proposition is 
not based on’a free holder reg- 
istration as it is opened to all 
registered electors, 

For the welfare of the City, 
it therefore behoves every elec- 
tor to come out an cast their 
opinion on this important civic 
question at the special election, 
June 28, whichis indorsed: z 
most of the civic clubs, business 
men and citizens. 

A canvas of the city shows 
that so far as discussion favor- 
able to the proposition, senti- 
ment seems almost unanimous 
for the issue at hand, opposition 
of a limited power coming from 
those who are opposing from 
some selfish aim or dislike to 
present city employees.

For Lack Of Monies 


The failure of the Legislature 
to provide funds, and the action 
of the Board of Control cutting 
expenses 25 per cent for three 
months, will cause the State 
Games and Fresh Water Com- 
mission,‘ to make drastic reduc- 
tion in the personnel of its force 
which is composed of 330 per- 
sons, including 238 game war- 
dens. 

The order will cause a 25,per
